The lion of this year’s London season will be 
Prince NaSRULLA Khan, one of the sons of the 
Ameer of AFGHANISTAN, who arrived at Spithead 
last evening. The Prince has come among us 
at the right period of the year to sce at its beat 
the capital of the Empire with which his father 
isin close alliance. Heis going to be enter- 
tained as the QumEN’sS guest, though not at one 
of the Royal palaces; he will pry a State visit 
to the QOity, and every sort of amusement 


‘which he can desire will no doubt be. 


provided for him. His entertainers will be_ 
well advised to be moderate in their arrange- 
ments for sight-seeing, for Oricntals ure easily 
bored. They are not accustomed to the pace at 
which Huropeans, and especially Englishmen, 
habitually live, and soon get tired of what we 
regard as pleasure. NasruLbA Khian will find 
himself in.a new world, and if he is an intelligent 
observer will be ableto carry to his father reports 
of the wonders of the West which will interest 
and perhaps astonish him, ‘The Prince is a 
young man of some twenty years of age, whose 
experience has thus far been confined within a 
very limited range. He knows little of India, 
and he is a complete stranger to the ways of 
, Burope. It ig to be hoped that he will enjoy 
‘hig sojourn among us, and be duly im- 
pressed with all that~ his hosts may have 


-to‘show him. We fear that he can hardly be! 
{much struck with theproofs that will be afforded : 


to-him of our power at sea. for he is aware that, 
whatever may be the strength of our navy, iron- 
clads can never find their way to Cabul. A 
great military review he is qble to appreciate, | 
for the Afghans are born eoldiers,.and he 
has doubtless had some military  train- 
ing himself. If his visit proves a gra- 
tification, as it must be hoped it will, 
NasRvuLLA may congratulate himself that 
he is a younger son, for it is only by virtue of 
that fact that he has been allowed to make his 
journey. The Ameer has long been desirous of 
paying his respecty to the Empress of INDIA in 
person, and at one time it seemed highly pro- 
bable that he would come to England. 
His Highness ABDURRAHMAN Khan 1s but 
90 -years old, but he finally made up 
his mind that he was not young. or 
healthy enough for the long and arduous 
journey, and reluctantly determined to stay 
at home. There was then some talk of his being 
represented by his son, HaprsuLta Khan, who 
was constituted heir to the throne during his 
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father’s severe illness last year. The Afghans 
are more afraid, however, than even the Hindoos 
of “crossing the black water ;” and either 
HABIBULLA himself has shrunk from the 
danger, or his father has hesitated to risk so 
valuable a life. The younger son comes, how- 
ever, as the Ameer’s representative, and it is 
right that he should be welcomed in that 
capacity with befitting honours. We have every 
reason to be satisfied with the loyalty of the ruler 
of Afghanistan since he finally decided to cast in 
his lot with ourselves rather than with our rivals io 
North-Eastern Asia, He was for some time gus- 
pected of Russian proclivities, and no doubt, as an 
untravelled Mahommedan Highland chief,helooks 
upon English and Russians alike with a feeling 
approaching contempt. He has deemed it ad- 
viszble, however, to make a@ covenant with us, 
and, provided that he observes its obligations, we 
need not greatly concern ourselves about his 
nentiments. He receives from the Govern- 
ment of India a yearly allowance of 1,800,000 
rupees, and this is doubtless a great 
stimulua to continued good faith. It is im- 
portant to India that the potentate who bears 
rule at Cabul should be powerful enough to 
restrain the chiefs of the clans which make up 
his subjects from compromising themselves with 
their Russian neighbours, and ABDURRAHMAN 
appears to be quite capable of doing this. He 
has now been fifteen years on the throne, and is 


apparently more seourely seated than ever. If 


his son’s visit to England should help to confirm 
him in what seems to be his present belief, that 
his best friends are to be found at Calcutta, and 
not at St. Petersburg, it will be well for Afghan- 
istan as well as for India,

PORTSMOUTH, Thursday Night. 

“The Clive dropped anchor at Spithead at five 
o'clock this evening, bringing the Shahzada 
Nasrulla Khan snfely to the end of, his voyage. | 
The vessel is one of the quartette employed in 
India in the transport of troops, and Jjike our 
own troopers, is painted white. She isa fine 
three-masted bont of between two and three 
thousand tons, and might have been here earlier 
to-day but that she alowed down after passing 
Portland Bill. As it turned out the Ameer's 
son might have Innded, mado his firat nc- 
quaintance with English scenery, and been 
snugly ensconced at Dorchester House hefore 
dark, Arrangemontshad, however, been made 
otherwise, and his Highness must perforce 
spend another night afloat.

Seon after nine o’elock the newa Leeame generally 
known in Portsmouth that the Reyal Indian Marina 
transport Clive, having tho Shahzada Nastual'ah 
IKhan and his suito on board, had been stenallat off 
Portland, and it was expectod, therefore, thas she 
would reach Spithead about half-past two. Th's was 
considerably carlier than had been anticipated, and, 


although the ship must have Jessened specd rounclin 
the Isle of Wight, it was exactly five o'clock -st H 
some hours ahead of the time oflicially estimated— 
when she dropped anchor midway between the Spit 
and the Jlorse fosty. Sha is a handsome-locking 
vessel, painted, of course, the brillant white Bywoured 
of our own navy when serving  Jtast of 
Suez, and was flying the cnaign of the Reval 
Indian Marine, She was built for 9 Taedinn 
coast-troop-nag and transpert servies al Dirkenhewd in 
ISsyz, and it may not Le without interest to menton 
that she inherits a name of historic assucint ons in tho 
old Indian navy disbanded in 165, wherein her 
littls predecesssr, a sloopof war of 387 tons and 18 
guns, placed ao plucky record to its credit. ‘Thin 
Prince i eecupied a roomy cabin on the port side of 
the main deck.

Mr. Wheeler 
describes .in . considerable detail the 
troublous days under Shere Ali, against 
whom the present Ameer fought, and tells 
how 'when defeated in 1869 he fled to 
Waziristan, There he was joined by his 
uncle, Mahdmed Azim. Thence they 
wrote to the British authorities asking for 
an asylum, and the frontier officer, mis- 
understanding the wishes of his Govern- 
ment, made answer that if they once 
entered British territory they would never 
again be allowed to return to Afghanistan. 
What great events from little causes ¢& 
spring! By this mistake the fugitives | 
had to seek refuge elsewhere. Abdur 
Rahman went on to Bokhara, where he 
first opened communications with the 
Russians, and afterwards reached 
Tashkend, where he settled down as “a 
pensioner of the White Czar.” Years afterwards he told Sir Salter Fyne 
that ‘during his exile he was accustomed to pose as a man of dull 
understanding in order that the Russians might leave him to his own 
devices” ; but Mr. Wheeler takes this statement with a grain of salt 
However this may be, he remained for years an exile, “sharpening the 
sword of opportunity,” and at jast the chance came.

It is rather astonishing that so many people should be induced to 


get up early year atter year to try to witness the spectacle of 


the trooping of the colour, for it is next to impossible for the majority 
to see it It is in truth a_ hot, dusty, rather tiresome cere- 
mony. The broad expanse of the Horse Guards’ parade, even when 
garnished by the uniforms of the red-coats and fringed by the trees of 51. 
James's Park, is not particularly grateful to the eye of the spectator 
squeezed against the wall under a blazing sun, while the interminable 
marching and counter-inarching, and even the ridiculous antics of the drum- 
majors, pall on the appetite of the layman in a very short tine. Yet 
the throng was great as ¢ver to-day, and in its way the ceremony, 
owing to the presence of the young Afghan’ Prince now visiting 
England, was unusually brilliant. As early as eight o'clock portions of the 
brigade of Guards, consisting of the Grenadiers, Scots Guards, and Cold- 
streams, took up their positions in the quadrangle to keep the ground, 
while inside the line of Guards were the massed bands of the regiments, a 
squadron of Lite Guards with their band, and a squadron of Koyal Forse 
Guards Blue. 5 | 

At half-past nine or thereabouts the 1st Grenadiers marched on to 
the parade ground, followed by the Coldstream and Scots Guards, the 
latter marching merrily along to the skirl of the bagpipes. lord Falmouth 
commanded the parade, and Captain Shute acted as Brigade Mayor. 
The whole of the men as usual on these occasions wore new uniforms so 
that when the sun burst from the clouds the scene was most effective, and 
a host of photographers who had taken up positions of vantage were soon 
busy with their cameras. Shortly before ten o'clock Mr. and Mrs, Camp- 
bell-Bannerman drove on to the parade; followed by the ltalian Ambassador. 
At ten o'clock round after roundof cheering from thedirection of the Mall an- 
nounced the approach of the Royal” party and the headquatters’ -stalf. 
On the left rode the Duke of Cambridge as: Commander-in-Chief, and on 
the right the Prince of Wales, and between the two rode the son of the 
Ameer, Nasrulla Khan, clad in scarlet uniform elaborately trimmed with 
gold lace and wearing a fez-shaped Astrachan cap. In the company 


‘that followed rode the Shahzada’s attendants, in picturesque uniforms, 


matching well with their dark complexions and black beards. As the 
cavalcade reached the saluting base the troops gave a Royal salute and the 
massed bands played the National Anthen. 

The Commander-in-Chief at once commenced the inspection of the 
line, and while this was in progress the bands played various selections. 
The Duke and his party passed along the fxont of the line and then made 
a complete circuit of the iroops. As they passed the St James’s Park 
side of thé parade the crowd lustily cheered the Royal party and the 
distinguished Asiatic visitor. ‘The inspection having been completed, the 
trooping ceremony commenced. 

The trooping of the colour was followed by a march-past by the 
Grenadier, Coldstream, and Scots Guards in slow and quick time, the 
ceremony of marching the guard to St. James’s Palace following, at which 
juncture the Princess of Wales, the Yuchess of York, the Duke 
and Duchess of Coburg, the Duchess of Teck, and other members of the 
Koval Family, drove trom the parade ground. On the arrival of the 
puard at St. James’s Palace a selection of music was played by the 
combined bands. * 
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THE AFGHAN PRINCE IN LONDON. 

Munctually at five o'clock last night the Afghan Prince and his suite 
arrived at Victoria Station. ‘the London, Tirighton, and South Coast 
Railway officials, under the direction of Mr. G. Wright, the station superin- 
tendent, had decorated the arrival platform with tlags, flowers, and large 
palm trees, A distinguished company assembled to meet the august visitor, 
including Lord Carrington (the Lord Chamberlain), representing the Queen, 
My H. H. Fowler, Secretary of State for India, Colonel Colville, 
Master of Ceremonies, Lord Methuen, !.ord Reay, St. Stuart Bayley, head 
o! the Political Department, India Office, Sir Henry Ewart, Lord Henry 
Neville, the Hlon. 12. Brand, and the Khan Anny of Bakhsh. A guard 
of honour, consisting of the 2nd Battahon ot Coldstream Guards, and a 
Captain's escort of the Ist Lilie Guards were drawn up, under the command 
of lord Methnen, Immediately the special train arrived the Prince stepped 
jroin the private saloon, and the troups presented arms. Mr. bowler and 
other leading gentlemen were presented to the Shahzada, by the Lord 
Chamberlain, while Colonel! Talbot wcted as interpreter. Mr, Fowler had 
about five minutes’ conversation with the youny Prince, and some remarks 
made by the Secretary for India caused the visitor to laugh heartily. After 
the presentations the Prince inspected the guard of honour. At twenty 
minutes past five the Prince entered the Queen's curriage in waiting, drawn 
by four horses, and proceeded to Dorchester House, Vark-lane. Ontsicle 
the station a great crowd had assembled, and a hearty cheer was raised 
as the Ameers son passed. Ile acknowledged the cheer by waving 
his hand. The route to Iorchester Llouse was kept by a line of police. 
The personal followers o1 the Prince were driven from the station to Park- 
lane in about twenty royal omnibuses. The Prince appeared to be greatly 
impressed by the heartiness of his reception, 

‘The Prince is of average height, though he looks short, surrounded by 
his brilliant stafh dle yesterday wore a dark blue frock coat, richly 
embroidered with gold lilies, and heavy gold epaulettes; on his 
head was an Astrachan hat, and the decoration ne wore was the 
Stur of India By his side he wore a gold handled sword, on 
which he kept his left hand during the ceremony on the platform 
at Victoria. . 

His Highness’s bodyguard consists of ten cavalrymen in very dark 
blue tunics, grey tweed trousers, and wearing a head-dress of sable 
colour, but made of the fur of the stone-muartin. They carry Martini 
carbines, the ammunition for which 1s contained in leather cartridge belts. A 
similarnumberof infantrymenare in scarlet coats and white ducks, their round 
closely-fitting caps being edged with prey astrachan. ‘The servants, some 
of whom yesterday had in thelr hands silver ewers and pipes, and the 
native ceoks, in tweeds and turbans, with the baggage-men in charge of 
the bedding and other impedimenta, complete the party. 

‘To-day the Prince will witness the troopiny of the celours at the Horse 
Guards, pay a visit to the Prince of Wales, dine with Mr. Fowler at the 
India Office, and attend a reception at Lady Tweedmouth's in the 
evening.

easy to understand why the Assur himself can 

uot come and will have to be content to receive 
second hand the impressions made upon his 
son by a visit to this country. Afghanistan isa 
country where the Sovernran rules in reality 
as wellasin name. The strong baud is siill 
needed there, and it must be a hand whioh does 
not relax ita firmness, and makes those upon 
whom it is placed ever conscious of its presence. 
|The Ameercould not, therefore, without fear for 
his throne and dynasty, leave his country for 
such a time as would have been necessary for 
him to have been absent in order to have paid a 
visit to this country. The same arguments 
applied with little, if any, leas force to his 
eldest son, At his father’s age, and in the 
present condition of the country, any accident 
to the SovEREIGN would have jeopardised his 
chances of the succession. It is essential for 
his succession that he should be on the spot 
when his father dies. To the socond son, how- 
ever, those objections to absence from the 
country had very much less weight. ‘The 
chances are strong against a double fatality 
even in Afghanistan. And be will report to his 
father and brother the many wonderful things 
he will see in this country and in India, Our 
youthful visitor can scarcely fail to be impressed 
with the power and might of this country, and 
he will see many examples of our unrivalled 
energy aud our ceaseless activities. If a good 
impression 1g made upon him his return to his 
native country is alinost certain to result in a 
better appreciation of our position and a@ dosire 
to maintain the friendly and onlightened policy 
that the present AmerR has pursued, Sir SALTER 
Pyne hag already dono wonders in the capital, 
and with the backing up he will probably receive 
when the Amurr’s son. returns he ought to do 
still more. With a better understanding on 
both sides a stronger Afghanistan, which must 
result, will prove bonoficial to both—to Afyhani- 
stan in advancing on the road of progress, and 
to, ourselves in possessing along so much of ovr 
Indian frontier a strong ally. 
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Must we ask for mercy for the Shahzada? At any rate we 
may perhaps, thus early in the visit of our Princely guest, mildly 
Suggest that His Highness Nasrulla Khan has never tried a 
London season be.ore. Yesterday the young .\fghan Prince seems to 
have been thoroughly lagged out. Let us show him “the sights” 
by all means; but, alter all, there is a limit to everything. On 
Saturday the Shahzada was plunged into dissipation with the recke 
lessness of a young English dén/aule fresh from the country. The 
Lrooping of the Colour, ealls from Royalty, return calls, jurther 
calls from loyalty, further return calls, the India Office banquet 
in the evening, the Brouk [louse reeeption at night—what a diay tor 
our Eastern visitor!

THE SHUAHZADA AND HIS FATHER. 
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MORE LIGHT ON THE AMERER, 


With great pomp and royal splendour the second son of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan has been received in England, and it is but natural that the 
attention of Englishmen should be turned with interest upon the Court 
and the country of which he is the representative. Mr. Stephen Wheeler’s 
book on the Ameer Abdur Rahiian,* which we briefly noticed last week, ig 
a volume which should be in tie hands of every one who is interested in 
the visit of his Highness Nasrulla Khan, As a popular guide tu the 
country and people of Afghanistan it has been published at a most 
opportune moinent, In the history of the father may be read the position 
and prospects of the son, and the story of the Ameer Abdur Rahman and 
his rule over Afghanistan has found an unusually competent narrator iu 
one who knows India and its problems so thoroughly as Mr. Wheeler, 


How Axspur Rauman BECAME AMEER. 


Yor fifteen years the Ameer has ruled over Afghanistan, The son of 
Mahomed Afzul Khan, and grandson of the Ameer Lost Mahomed, he 
passed lis boyhood north of the Hindoo Koosh ; but this period in his life 
remains a blank. His earliest meution is in 1863, as suppressing a rising 
of Kattaghan Uzbegs in Kunduz, and from that time onwards 
strange vicissitudes inarked his life. Elis grandfather died in 1863, 
and then began a long fratricidal war for the throne. Dost Mahomed 
had designated his son Shere Ali as heir, passing over the elder brothers 
Afzul and Azim; for Shere Ali was the cluld of a royal lady, while the 
other two were cliildrenu of a Bangash woman froin Kurram. Here it may 
be worth pointing out that Habibullah and Nasrulla Khan on the one side, 
and their young half-brother Mahomed Omar Khan, stand in the same 
relations now to Abdur Ralinnan as did Alsul, Azim, aud Shere Ali to 
Dost Mahomed; for while Mahomed Omar is the son of a royal lady, the 
two elder sons of the Ameer are children of the Wakhan handmaid of a 
wife who is childless, When Shere Ali succeeded to the throne, the two 
brothers for the moment acquiesced, But they were plotting resistance, 
aud in 1864 Afzul proclaimed himself Ameer, Mr, Wheeler tells 
in detail the story of the contest. After hard-won victories by Shere 
Ali, fortune turned in 1865 in Abdur Rahman’s favour; aud in 1866 
he took Cabul, and defeated Shere Ali a conple of months later, 
installing his fatheras Ameer. But Candahar was still held by Shere 
Ali, untilin 1867 he was again defeated and fled to Herat. Later in 
the year Afzul died; and Azim became Ameer, his nephew being com- 
mander-in-chief, Still the struggle with Shere Ali went on and in 1864 
his son, Yakoob Khan, regained Candahar, and put his fortunes in the 
ascendant, Cabul being captured at the end of the year. Abdur Rahman 
fled to Waziristan aid petitioned the British authorities for an asylum. 
[t was refused, and the consequcnce was that the future Aimeer wag 
forced to go to Dokhara, where he made frieuds with Russia. This wag 
the turning-point in Abdur Rahimau'’s career, Tor ten years he lived in 
Russian ‘Lurkestan “sharpening the sword of opportunity.” Then in 
1878 Great lritain was embroiled in war with Afghanistan, and in 
1879 Shere Ali died. ‘Towards the end of the year came the attack 
on the Ituglish Residency and the massacre of Sir Louis Cavaguaré 
and his companions, ‘The couutry was in confusion again; and Kussia 
and [England were both looking out for a ruler at Cabul. This was 
Abdur Rahman’s chance, and le used it; and when the British occupa- 
tion of Cabul terminated in 1880 the Ameer Abdur Rahman remained 
there ag ruler. It has been our policy since to strengthen him on his 
throne as the buffer between ourselves and Russia in India; and this 
policy has been successful in spite of occasional fits on the Ameer's part 
of what looked like unfriendliness, 


Thnk Ameer’s Posrilon, 
Some people are optimistic enougl) to think that Russia and England 
are in no danger of conflict on the Indian frontier, But the following 


apologue, related by the Ameer himself to describe his own position ig 
Afghanistan, is worth their attention :— 


“A swan, said the Amecr, ‘was once swimming in a pond, watched 
with hungry eyes from one bank by a pack of wolves, and from the other by 
an old tigress, From fright or curiosity, the swan incautiously approached 
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the latter. The tiger clawed at him and tore out some of his feathers, In 
his distress he swam over to the other bank, when the wolves made a rush 
and would have torn him to pieces, had he not escaped into deep water. 
Winding binselt secure, he resolved to confine his movements to the middle 
of the pond, ‘Phere, resting at lis ease, he noticed how the wolves snarled at 
each other, and how very shallow the water was near the edge. He reflected 
that were the pond to dry up, the tigress night, and the wolves certainly 
would, devour him. 
A Grim Punisumeny. 


M. Darmsteler has given an instance of the grim sort of humour

THE SUAHZADA. 

England has oxtended a right Royal weloome 
to the son of our ally, the Améer Abdurnaliman 
of Afghanistun. The young prince who is tow 
in our inidst doubtless knew from his earlicst 
yoars something of the warlike qualities of thors 
who ruled the vast Indian continent beyond his 
father's frontiers. During the noxt few weeks he 
will have ample opportunity of oatimating the 
depth of their liospitality. A good deal of in- 
tarest attaches to the visit, nor ia it confined ta 
elther side. Nasurullah Khan will find much ta 
impress him and much to admire during the 
round of engagements and fixtures which have 
been filet for him, while the atate visit of the 
gon of an Oriental potentate and ally is for tha 
people of this country an event of more than 
ordinary importance, It would, of course, have 
been preferable had our ally found it possible te 
Visit our zhores personaliy. Strong reagons, how. 
ever, Loth personal and diplomatic, stood in the 
way, the latter even rendoring it advisable that 
the second son, instead of the elder and favour. 
ite, should represent hin. The young prince, it 
igs said, has a partioularly smart and intnresting 
personality, Though little more than a boy ae 
cotding to Western modes of computation, Sir. 
dar Nasurutlah Khan is an important personage 
in hia own country. He is practically the Ao- 
ocuntant-General of Afghanistan, and has dhe 
reputation of being u shrewd man of business, 
Ris knowledge of our Janguage is sail to be very 
limited, but, surrounded se he is by those whe 
have won their spura in Indian, not {to say 
Afghan, oampaigne, that diffionlty should he 
ersily overcome. In dress, like most of the prin 
cipyul personages in Cabul, ho affects the English 
style, with the exeeption of his headgear, which 
seems to have attracted so much attention oa 
Saturday at the trooping of the colours on the 
Horae Guards Parade. No expense hag been 
spared on either gide. The IUnlia Offlce has 
hognitably put him up at Dorchester Hore, in 
Park Lime, one of the finest private abodos In 
tho metropolis, at a cost of £1,000 per week for 
the uge of the imanaion alone, the cost for the 
maintenance of the prince and his large retinue 
adding very materially to that amount. On the 
other hand, when jt nad been definitely -ieoided 
that the prince was to visit Ungland, his father 
at anea set ohout making arrangemenutea on at 
equally handsonmé gseale, and ae a_ preliminary 
aent a largo suri of money to Cashmere for the 
purebase of rich shawls and other costly presents. 
The vigit of the Shahzada is a striking proot 
of the rapidity with which within recent years 
Afghunistan has come into close tonch with 
Furopean oivilisation. It is not so long age 
sinee the country was practically chee to the 
inroad of Eviropeans. The Ameor Abdnrraliman 
ertertains, however, more enlightened viowe then 
otrtain .of his predecassora on tho throne, Vere 
haps he finds it conyenient to do so. That, how- 
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ever, 80 far aa Otval Britain is conoerned, makes 
little odds, The friendship of the rufer in 
Alghanintan is & valuable addition to the do- 
fences Of our Indian Fimpire.

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Atmost on the day of the young Afghan 
Prince’s arrival in England a fascinating memoir 
‘of his father the Awerr, written by Mr, Srernen 
WuHERLER, has been published in London by 
Mossrs. Buiss, Sanps, & FTooren. It is a 
serious picce of historical work, and it is also a 
great story of advonture. AbpDuUR, Ranwan, a 
grandson of the famous Dosr BIOHAMMED, was 
born in the provinco of Balk, north of the Hindu 
Kush, probably in 18144. Dost MonamMup died in 
1868,an4 thon there was a scramble for the throne, 
SHERE ALI, a younger son, had been designated 
the heir, but was opposed by AzIM ‘and A¥FzUL, 
tho lattor tho futhor of Aupur Ranman, Partly:

At Samarcand Anpux RauMan lived for more 
i than ton years, intriguing always, He began by 
haportuning the Russian Govornment for halp, He 
asked for three thousand rifles and seven cannon, 
pointing out that Soree Aw was no friend of 
tho Russians. Might ho raise a corps of Afghan 
and Forsian rofugeos, nnd would the Govern- 
mont ordor tho AneER of Bolchara to let him 
aaa set np a post of observation on the Oxus,. 
whence ho conld igsuc manifestoes to his friends: 
in Afghanistan and watch for a .good oppor- 
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tunity? ‘Che Russian Government, whose 
conduct throughout this period asems to have 
been scrupulously correct, replied that it was 
determined not to interfore in the internal affairs 
of Afphanistan, and that all nogotiations which 


had thet end in view were thorefore superfluous. . 


When Genoral Roverts cntorod Cabul in 187) 
he found a letter nino yeurs old from the 
Governor of Russian Turkestan to Saerk Ani 


in which the situation was straightforwardly | 
described. “The Czaxr’s posgessions in Tur-. 


“estan,” the letter said, “do not border on the 
“countries at present under your rule; we aro 
“seyarated by the Khanate of Bokhara. . 

“No collision or misunderstanding, therefore, 
“oun take place between us; though we aro 
“distant neighbours, we can and ought to hve 
“in concord, . . . It was from this point of 
“viow that I replied to Aupuk RaHMaN’s ro- 
“quost to be admittod to Tashkend—that my 
“august master refused hospitality to no ono, 
“especially to a man in misfortune; but that he 
“must not in any way count on my interference 
in his difforences with you, or expect any help 
“whatevor from mo,” It was the Homeric‘ view 
that all strangers and beggars are sent by God, 
but that there are limits to what man need give 
them, and. that was how Russia treated ABDUR 
RanmMan. He was given a pension of £1,500 a 
year, but not an army or cannon, Out of his 
pension this architect of his own fortunes at 
once began to savo building materials. He lived 
frugally at Samarcand, putting by three-quarters 
of hia ponsion, and bearing patiently the decline 
of Russian olficial respect for a man whe seemed 
to have left his prospects bohind him. The first 
time, he says, that ho wont to Tashkond tho 
Governor Generu! put one of his own carriages at 
his disposal, the next time it was a hired coach, 
and the third time he had to walk, Long after- 
wards ho told Sir Santer Pynx, his Mnglish 
foreman of works at Cabul, that during his 
exile ho used to pose as a man of little under- 
standing, after the sound precedent of Bururus, 
in order that the Russians might not suspect 
him of ambition. According to GosPoDIN 
PasHIno the pose was so successful that tho 
boys of Samarcand used to jeer at him in the 
streets and call him “Fool Khan,” In 1879 his 
great opportunity came with the death of Susur 
ALi Anpur RauMan’s eld friends were ready 
for him; ho had saved £16,600 out of the 
pension; the Russian Government gave him 
another £2,500, with 200 breech-londers, and 
permission to try his luck; and tho British 
Government, badly in want of an Ameer to 
whom it could hand back Cabul and Northern 
Afghanistan, saw at onoe that he was their man. 
He went to Cabul, and in the following 
year, when the Liberal Government came into 
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office and Lord Lyrron’s policy of appropriating 
Candahar and the southern part of Afghanistan 
was abandoned, Aspur Rauman was able to take 
up the whole estate which he has now adnini- 
stered for fifteen years. 


Mr, WHEBLER gives a good account of the 
series of laborious gnd apparently successful 
attempts of the Indian Government to secure 
more of the AMEER’s goodwill than he has given 
to Russia, We say apparently, bocause ABDUR 
Rauman is a shrewd man, vrobably a patriotic 
one, snd certainly 8 nan whose relations with 
both England and Russia in his days of adversity 
must have oleared hia mind of any sentimental 
attachment to oither. He will do in the oir- 
cunistances of each day just what he thinks best 
for his country and for his own hold on it, and 
if the olrcumsiances change the day after, he 
will do just the reverse, He has described his 
own difficult position in an apoleguea “A 
swan,” said the Amzrr, “was once swimming 
‘in a pond, watched with hungry eyes from one 
‘bank by. @ pack of wolves and from the other 
*by an old tigress, From fright or curiosity the 
“swan incautiously approached the latter. Tho 
“tiger clawed at him and tore out somo of his 
“feathers. Jn his distress he swam over to the 
“other bank, whon tho wolves made a rush and 
“would have torn him to pieces had he not 
“escaped into deep water. Finding himself 
“secure, ho resolved to confine his movements 
“to the middle of the pond. There, resting at 
“his ease, he noticed how the wolves’ snarled at 
“each other, and how very shallcw the water was 
“near the edgo, le reflected that were tho 
“pond to dry up tho tigress might und the 
“wolves certainly would devour him.” This is 
the true foreign policy of Afghanistan, and it is 
@ policy which we have no right to resent and 
no powor to change. The AmsEmR’s intornal 
administration is a curious compound of cruelty, 
humour, picturesquenoss, and elficiency.

An Englishman who has lived 
in Cabul gives on amusing instance of the 
AMEER’S ingenuity in enhancing his position in 
the eyos of his people. An Kuglish dentist made 
him a set of talso teeth, and when the AmerRr 
held bjs Court at Mazar-i-Sharif he took pains 
occasionslly to remove his teeth in the presence 
of his subjects, polish them with a brush, and 
solomnly roplaco thom, “All who boheld this 
“marvel, moro especially if thoy happened to be 
“simple villagers or uncouth hillmen, would 
“look aghast at the Kixc, who could thus take 
“himself to pieces bofore their very eyes.” Such 
are the bulwarks of primitive sovereignty. ‘Tho 
samo man is installing the oloctric light, laying 
down nerrow-gauge railways, making soap and 
erndles by machinery, and turning out steam 
hammers and lathes at the royal workshops. 16 
all reads like a confusod dream of Central 
Africa, modern Japan, and the Book of Kings.

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NASRULLA KHAN’S VISIT TO WINDSOR. 
FAVOURABLE IMPRESSI@M ON TIT QUEEN. 

It is stated that Nasrulla han created a very favourable inwreswgert on 
the occasion of his visit to Windsor, and that the Queen expressed her 
pleasure at his princely bearing}and at the well-chosen words he addressed 
tober Majesty. The young Prince was inore impressed with the functions at 
Windsor Castle than with anything else since his arrival, “he distinguished 
visitor, having driven in Royal carriages with his suite, was received at the 
entrance to the Castle by the Duke of Connaught, Prince [leury of Batten- 
berg, Mr. Fowler (Secretary of State for India), and the high Court officials, 
and was immediately conducted to the Presence Chamber, where her Majesty 
was seated, Ou reaching the apartment, the Duke of Connaught led the 
Shahzada up to her Majesty, who rose and extended her hand. After 
the usual greetings, the Shahzada, who had meanwhile been motioned 
to a seat next her Majesty, asked to be allowed to deliver a 
message from the Ameer. ‘The scene in the Presence Chamber was au 
imposing one. Behind her Majesty, who had on her left hand Princess 
Louise and Princess Beatrice, and on her right the Shahzada, were ranged 
the ladies in waitiug, while immediately in front of her Majesty stood Sirdar 
Mahommed Akram Khan and Sirdar Mahommed f[lassan Khan, with Mr, 
T. A. Martin, the Afghan agent. The Shahzada then rose and, turning 


towards herMajesty, said his father desired him to convey the assurance oy 


his great friendship for the British nation, and his hope that this visit would 
‘strengthen and consolidate the relations existing between the two Govern- 
ments. Onhis own behalf, he tendered her Majesty his grateful thanks for the 
uniform kindness and attention he had received trom her Majesty’s officials 
both in India and in England, and hts sincere appreciation of the cordia] 
welcome he had everywhere met with, ‘The Shahzada then resumed his 
seat, and after her Majesty had graciously replied Nasrulla Khan presented 
the two Sirdars and Mr. Martin. Shortly afterwards the distinguished party 
‘left the Castle. On his return to London the Shahzada expressed his 
‘bighest satisfaction at the gracious reception accorded to him.

Visit to the City. 


London, Thureday Morning. 
 Trafia.in tho city has already been 
stopped ia view of tho visit of the Ameer’s 
son to the Guildhall. The visit, bowevor, 
appeara to attraot mm lite onthusiasm 
among city people. ‘Tho docorationa aro 
meagre in the extrome, Alihough crowds 
fro gerne some places this is always 
the case in London when thero ia a pro- 
cession or display of any kind: Tho 
weather is fino. 


2 p.m, 

The Shahzada, with his aie left 
Dorchester House for the oity shortly after 
half-past one, urge crowds lined the 
routo, which was kept by the police, but 
only at a few points was the cheering at 
marked. Tor two houra prior to the atart 
thera had been a great crowd in front of 
Dorohester House, right away to Hyde 
Park Ovrner, and thero was & considerable 
concourse of peoplo ea far ay the city 
Donndarie?, whcre tho real crush com- 
menced. The Shahzada’s own body guard 
of ten men rode into the oourtyard of 
Dorchestor House at half-past one, They 
were armed with oarbines, revolvers, and 
carved swords, and some of them carried a full 
supply of hall cartridges in bandolierg worn 
across their breasts snd shoulders. They 
wore soon joined by an escort of Life 
Guards (Biue) wilh regimental trumpeter 
and colours, while olose kebind the troops 
came tbree Jendana from the Royal 
Mowa, cach horaed by four hays, 
preceded by  noarlot-coated outriders, 
with postilions in Windaor uniforms. 
The Princa and his  asnite nee 
to aetting out- were photographed in a 
proup, and ‘when thay emerged from 
tho Graud Hall a fanfare wea blown by 
the trumpeters. The Shahzada entered 
tho leading oarriage accompanied by 
Colonel Byng, Queen's LEquerry, Colonel 


Talbot, and Sir Gorald Fitzgerald, and hia - 


carriage wae aurrounded by his na'ive body-~ 
guard, membora of bis suite following iu 
two other Jandaus. The Royal oavalcade 
was grocted wilh cheers on all hands, the 
domonatration baing partioularly marked at 
Marlborough Houso and Charing Croas 
and other great centres of traffio.

KX It is possible, just barely possible, that his Afghan Highness enjoyed 
his reception at the Guildhall yesterday; but if he did he succceded in 
discuising his feelings in a way that a European might attempt to imitate 
but could never achieve, Ot course, we are all bound tosufler, but the steady 
Jack of expression that icftt bare the face of the Shahzada Nasrulla 
Khan showed that he thought he was getting more than his share of sufler- 
ing. ‘still, he may be gratified to know that he was not the only sutterer.

Of all the ceremonies which our Royal guest has 
attended since his arrival on these shores, none 
perhaps partook of so distinctive a clisracter us 
that to which he was bidden yesterday afternoon 
by the Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City of 
London. Nearly every Royal visitor to the Metro- 
polis hag been an honoured guest ut either the 
Gruildhall or the Mansion House, and the Shahzada's 
hanie is the most recont to bo mscribed among 


| those of the guests of the City. The weather, as 


has been the case ever since he reached England, 
was sullmerlike in character, and if the clouds of 
early mormmug threatoned rain, they cleared away 
hetimes, and the sun's rays were tempered by a 
cooling breeze, refreshing to the cluscly-packed 
erowds which, in the City particularly, awaited 
patiently the somowhat delayed coming of 
the Royal guest. Soon after ecloven o'clock

}dense. Here vehicular traffic was stopped at 


eleven o’cluck from east to west, and in Ludygate- 
circus it was prohibited from north to south after 
one o'clock. The carts of the City Commissioners 
of Sewers had been busy strewing the roadway 
with gravel, with n view to preventing such a 
contretemps as that which occurred the other day 
when the Shahzada was leaving the Military 
Tournament. At the top of Ludgate-lnill was the 


first marked display of decorations. The steps of! 


St. Paul’s were thronged by a compact mass of 
sightseers, and here, as at other suitable places 
along the lino of route in the City, ambulances of 
St. vals Society were in readiness, although their 
work was very light, the crowd boing thoroughly 
good humoured und the heat not overpowering. 
At the eastern side of St. Pauls Churdhyard 


the road, hitherto nope hy the City Police, 


under the command of Colonel H. Smith, the 
Commissioner, was lined with the men of 
the Suffolk Regiment from the Towor. Their! 
band was massed at the foot of Sir R.: 
Peel's statue at the beginning of Cheapside, 


and here, too, as at exch crossing thence to 


King-street, were placed, detachments of the 2nd 
Life Guards. Where King-strect crosses Cheap- 
side barriers had been erected, and proved neces- 
sary, the crush being great. From Bow Church, 
throughout Cheapside and King-street, the display 
of bunting was profuse, and every window had its 
quantuin of spectators. Atone o'clock a Guard of 
Honour of the Infantry of the Hon. Artillery Coim- 
pany took up its position in front of the Guildhall, 
marching up with bayonets fixed, colours flying, 
and Bail playing, a privilege which this ancient 
corps shares with only two other regiments, namely, 
the Butis and the 8rd Grenadier Guards. The

State 
coaches were used. The Chief Mayistrate received 4 
warm reception from a rapidly growing crowd. The 
next arrival of importance was that of Mr. H. H. 
Fowler, M.P., the Secretary of State for India, 
whose opon carringe was also preceeded hy mounted 
police, Throughout the hour's wait which follpwed 
the band of the Honourable Artillery Company 
played at intervals, and the bells of St. Lawrence 
rang out merry peals. At Inst, at about a quarter 
past two o'clock, the arrival of Major Woodhouse, 
the Assistant Commissioner of Police, indicated the 
nedr approach of the vuest of the day, and soon the 
yrowing thunder of cheers heralded the arrival of 
the procession, "irst came mounted police and an 
outrider in the Royal Livery, then a captain's escort | 
of the Horse Guards (Blue), under Captain Thomp- 
son, then four of the Shahzada’s body guard in their 
black uniforms and fur eaps, their carbines slung to 
their saddles, two more outriders, and the Royal 
carriage, drawn by four chestnuts, with postillions, 
In this carriage were the Shahzada and three of the 
British oflicers attached to his person during his 
visit. The carriage was immediately followed by 
six men of the Afghan Princo’s body guard. Then 
eame two more Royal carriages containing members 
the Princo’s suite. The Guard of Honour presented 
arms, ond, amid loud cheors, the Shahzada entered 
the Guildhall. 


THE RECEPTION AT TITHE GUILDHALL. 

The home of the Corporation more than any. 
other public building lends its3lf to ceremonial - 
displays, and long exporience has shown the: 
authorities there how best to set off the grest 
advantages of the stately pilo. The Library, as! 
usual on occasions of this kind, was the scene of the 
reception, and the ancient Hall that of the deiner 
which followed. Carpets, pahns, and flowers 
decorated the appronch to the first-named apart- 
ment, where a fainibar bat brilliant scene was pre- 
sented. "Lhe tables and desks which ordinarily fill 
the floor spnee had been removed, and on each sido 
of the red carpeted aisle were rows of chairs, 
Beyond this was the dais, on which four state 
chairs in searlet and gold were conspicuous. Round 
them were placed other gilt seats, and at the back 
ofall the sill of the great window was decorated 
with pink and white flowers. Phe spacious bays, . 
whence busy attendants on ordinary oceusions | 
fetch books for diligent readers, had been cleared | 
aud converted into galleries, backed with red | 
buze aud cGraamented in front with festoons 
of light terra-cotta-coloured silk on a ground 
of pale yellow satin with old-gold stripes 
upon it.

The address was interpreted to his Highness, 
who remained seuted. He was evidently impressed 
with the scene of which he was the central figure, | 
and when the Lord Mayor handed the document to 
him he bowed slightly and beckoned to one of his | 
native ollicers, who eane on the dais, and took charge | 
of the parchment, which was then rolled in a red 
leather case. It was cnelosed in its wold casket 
after the ceremonies of the day were over. 

His Highness, speaking without notes, in a low 
tone made his reply, which wus translated by 
Colonel Talbot as follows :— 

His Highness desires ine to any that there ia no dunbt of 
the friendly rotations between the Ingtish Governmont 
and Afghanistan, and no doubt that they are now of the 
very best possible nature.

their utmost heurts. (Cieors.) He trusts that the friend: | 
ship between the Maylish and the Afghan natians may: 
increase from day to day—(cboors)--naul clesires to thank 
your Lordship for the kind expression of weloomo that he 
has received, and for the very flattering manner in whieh 
you have wolcomned him to the Guildhall. He understands 
that this houpitality ig the hospitality accorded te him by 
the English nation. (Renewed cheers.) 

A resolution entering the address and the reply 
on the minutes haviny been carried, tho prucecd- 
ings of the Court came to an end, and while the 
veneral company made their way to the Great 
Tall for the luncheon, his Hizhuess was introduced

With all our exporionce it may be doubted

The Oriental love of bright colours which, no 
doubt, Nasrulla Khan shares with other Asiatics, 
must have been disappointed yesterday ‘by the very 
meagre display of bunting along the ronte to the 


corations. Perhaps it was just as well that the 
Afghan Prince should have received his welcome 
in this rough fashion. While more colour might 
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have gratified his msthetic sense, the enormous 
throngs of human beings and their tumultuous 
cheering cannot have failed to more than make up 
for any disappointment of that kind. It would be 
quite a mistake to suppose, from the statuesque 
immobility of the Shahzada, that these greetings 
passed unnoticed and unappreciated, Asiatic 
Royalty is wont to behave in that dignified manner ;

indifference. Only a show, however; every- 
thing is marked; not a single detail, however 
minute, but is registered in the memory, The 
same rule obtains in connection with speechifying ; 
dignity and pride of place have to be maintained 
though the heavens fall. To the British under- 
standing, the replies returned yesterday by the 
Shahzade through Colonel Talbot will seem, no 
doubt, marked by too much hauteur to be in har- 
mony with the warmth of his reception. Their 
phraseology is certainly somewhat chilly, but 
Nasrulla Khan would be vastly surprised were 
he to hear that criticism. What was wholly in his 
thoughts when he drafted these compliments was,

The Shahzada wore his Astrakhan cap with purple top and diamond 
star, and his elaborately gold-laced uniform with a light blue band across 
his breast, and, his Afghan suite appeared in their rather effective black 
uniforms with red edges. They seemed to have some difficulty in 
managing their big swords. After the address had been read, it 
was slowly translated to Nasrulla Khan ‘by Colonel Talbot 
who was sitting by his side, and had a copy of the address inside 
his cocked hat. Still without rising, his Highness dictated a short reply, 
which the interpreter, also sitting, rendered in English sentence by sentence. 
The Prince, who spoke in a lew but clear tone, using considerable 
emphasis, and with a pleasant smile on his face, was understood to say 
there was no doubt the friendly relations between Afghanistan 
and England were now’on the best possible footing. His father 
‘the Ameer had sent him te England in order that this friendshir 
might be still turther cemented, He had been extremely flattered and 
henoured by the kindness of her Majesty, and he was also satisfied that 
the English nation welcomed him from their inmost hearts. (Applause.) 
He trusted the friendship between the two nations might increase trom day 
to day. (Applause.) He thanked the Lord Mayor for his kind expressions 
and for the generous manner in which they had welcomed him to the 
Guildhall, 

After some conversation between the Lord Mayor and his Highness, 
& move was made to the dining-hall. On taking his place, the Shahzada 
gave Sir Donald Stewart a warm smile of recognition, and shook him 
heartily by the hand. Sir Donald also shook hands with two of his 
Highness’s suite. At lunch Nasrulla Khan seemed to find the viands 
to his taste. The speeches were delayed a considerable time owing 
to the way in which his Highness protracted his meal by 
summoning the oldest of the Afghans to him, and holding him in con.

Talbot between to interpret. | 

The Lord Mayor's speech having been interpreted to the guest of the 
afternoon (who acknowledged the toast by drinking his father’s health, and 
bowing in return to the kind expressions in regard to his own), 
he rose, and speaking from manuscript half a dozen words ata time, was 
understood to declare that he was extremely grateful for the many marks 
of favour he had received from the Queen, the Ministers, nobles, and people 
of this country. He hoped that the friendships between the two countries 
might be lasting. The misunderstanding which had formerly existed had 
been converted into friendship, thanks to the policy of the Ameer. The 
frontier. between Afghanistan and India had been demarcated, and neither 
party could now transgress except in the way of friendly visits. (Cheers. ) 
The: Ameer was unable to accept the invitation to England in person. He 
had sent his secend son—a poor substitute—that his sincere attachment

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Tho Shahzada, with his suite and a distin- 
: guished company of visitors, yesterday morning 
accepted the invitation of the Directors of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Naviga- 
tion Company to visit the Albort Docks, and 
lunch on board their steamship Caledonia ;

The Shabzada’s arrival at Westminster was witnessed by an iminense 
crowd assembled on the Embaukment and bridge. Lis Highness wore a 
light grey norniug suit, and acknowlecged the respectlul greetings of the 
company as he stepped on board and passed to the stern of the 
steamer which had been specially sct apart for him and his suite, 
As soon as the Shahzada was seated the order was given to start, and the 
Cardinai Wolsey, with its bright-coloured awning, moved slowly down the 
river, headed by a police tug winch kept a clear course. 

THE PRINCI AND THE LORD MAYOR, 

During the journey from Westminster Pier to the Albert Dock the 
Shahzada appeared much interested. He was struck with the Tower Bridge, 
the bascules of which were lifted while the Cardinal Wolsey passed under. 
Nasrulla Khan asked a number of questions through his interpreter, and 
expressed a desire to see great engineering and industrial works, so that 
he might derive hints for the benefit of his country. His Highness 
also showed all interest in the shipping, On learning that the Lord 
Mayor was on board, the Shahzada sent for hin aud reiterated his thanks 
for the entertainment given to him by the citizens of London at the 
Guildhall on Thursday. He had, he said, already informed his father 
the Ameer by telegraph of the wonderlul reception that had been 
accorded him by everyone. For 2 long time past the friendship of 
England for Afghanistan had bezu cxpressed in many ways, but in no 
way had it been made so clear as duriug the course of his (thie 
Shalzada’s) visit. Ail along the river the boat was greeted with the 
blowin of steam whistles and sirens, and cn the arrival of the Cardival 
Wolsey at the Albert Dock at 1,25 the crews of the eleven TP. and O, ships 
which were there heartily saluted the Shahzada. 

The vessels in the docks were all gaily dressed, aud the Shalzada's 
attendants formed a guard of honour, the whole scene being a very pic- 
turesque one. Sone little difficulty was experienced in ellecting a land- 
ing owing to the boat being rather low in the water, but this was 
acconiplished in about ten minutes. Sir Vhomas Sutherland and 
Mr. Fowler accompanied his Highness to the Caledonia, where luncheon 
was served. At Juncheon Sir Thomas Sutherland formally welcomed the 
Shahzada, who replied, thanking tee directors for their courtesy, and 
further expressing his gratification at the great attention shown to him. 
Mi. lowler, Secretary of State for India, in proposing the toast of ‘‘The 
Peninsular and Oriental Company,” referred to their work in uniting 
Knglaud aud India, and added that he was proud of the exploits of the 
British force in Chitral. Hugland was determined to bold India, come 
weal come woe, and equally determined todo her duty by all races and 
all creeds in [tudia, and to carry on the Indian administration, the greatest 
which the British luipire had ever achieved. 

Subsequently the Shahzada paid a brief visit to Greenwich Observatory, 
and returned to Loudon by special train on the London, Chatham, and 
Dover Railway, On arrival at Victoria the Prince cordially shook hands 
with the Secretary of State for India, retaining Mr. Fowlers hand while 
he conversed with hun through the medium of Colonel Talbot, The Prince 
expressed the gratification which the trip had afforded him. ‘His Highness 
has arranged to call upon Mr. lowler at his private residence this after 
noon, This will be the Shahzada’s sole engagement for to-day. 
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Even Greenwioh Observatory, which does 
s0 much to mark the hours for the whole 
world, has failed to keep the Shabzada up 


totime, “" ——” 
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Yasterday the Shahzada Nasrulla Khan hada 
busy day. Having accepted the invitation of 
Bir T. Sutherland, M.P., and tho directors of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company to view one oi 
their newly-built liners, ho embarked shortly 
after 11 in the morning at Westminster Pier for 
a visit tothe Albert Docks, A large company 
had been invited to accompany the Prinea, and 
the Curdinal Wolsey, which had beon spocia:ly 
_chartored for the trip, presented u picturesque 
eppearance as, with her deck ornamented with 
flowering plants, and furnished with chairs and 
setteos upholstcred in grey and gold, sho awaited 
the arrival of the guests. Vhe Shahzada, who 
was accompaniod by Sir Gerald Tits Gerald, 
Colonel Talbot, Surgoon-Major Leahy, tho 
Kotwal of Kabul, Colonel Muhammad Hasan 
Khan, and Muhammad Abram Knan, on_ his 
arrival at the pier met with a very hearty rocop- 
tion from a large crowd which had gathered near 
the spot. He was recoived by Sir ‘Yhomas Suther- 
land and hia co-directors, and amongst the 
general company who embarked with him were 
Mr. Hf. H. Fowler, M.P., Lord Carrington, the 
Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress, Lord and 
Lady Blythswood, the Earl and Countess of 
Belmore, Lord and Lady Knutsford, the Har] and 
Countess of Jersoy, tho Marquis and Marchioncss 
of Tweeddale, the Earl of Leven, the Karl and 
Countess of Wharncliffe, Lord Connemara, Lord 
Davey, Sir Henry and Lady Howard, Sir:

The Shahzada, who wore a light suit, bowed his 
acknowledement of the greetings as he stepped 
on board, aud was conducted to a position at 
tho stern of tho steamer. Renewed cheers rose 
from the crowd as the steamer loft its moorings 
and sailod down the river, preceded by a police 
tug which kept the course cloar. The weather 
wus all that could be wished for, and a rare 
opportunity was afforded to the Afghan Prince 
to view the shipping in the docks. As _ the 
stoamer passed under the various bridges loud 
cheers were raised again, and tho Shahzada 
appeared to be highly pleasod with the cordial 
reception he met with. The vessels lying in the 
Pool were all brightly decorated, and many of 
them blow their somewhatinharmonious sirens in 
honour of the illustrious visitor, As the 
steamor approached the ‘owor-bridge the speed 
-was slackoned, and an opportunity was afforded 
for viewing the latest addition to London’s 
bridges. Tho heavy bascules wero slowly raised, 
whilat the Shahzada, evidently unaccustomed to 
Buch a sight, moved from his position in the 
stern to the bow, where he watched the opera- 
tions with close interest, and expressed to 
Colonel Talbot a wish that it had been found 
possible for him to land and inspect tho 
machinery of the bridge. Ho also mentioned 
through his intorpreter that he would like during 
tho remainder of his visit to inspect as many 
engincoring and industrial works as possible, so 
that he rn derive hints for the bouelit of his 
country. rom this point all along the river the 
little steamer was preeted with the blowing of 
steam whistlos and sirens and with cheers from 
the crows of the vessels moored on either side. 
‘ho Shahzada, learning that the Lord Mayor was_ 
on board,sentforhim and thanked him fortheenter- . 
tainmont which had beon oxtended to him by the | 
citizens of London at the Guildhall on the; 
previous day. During a long conversation he 
mentioned that he had informed his father, the 
Ameer, by telegraph of the wonderful reception 
which had everywhere boon given to him.

Tho QOardinal Wolsey arrived sat the Albort

any. Here lunchoon was served,at which Sir T.

At its close Sir T, Suthorland 
formally welcomed the Shahzada, who replied 
through his interpreter, thanking the directors of 
tho company, and expressing his pratification at 
the reception he had ovorywhere been accorded. 
The earlier portion of tho afternoon was devoted 
to an inspection of the docks. The Shahzada 
stopped at Greonwich on his wny back to town 
und was shown over the Royal Observatory, 
whore ho evinced considerable interest in all the 
mechanical arranyements in the various depart- 
monts. It was not until a late hour that Nasrulla 
Khan and his suite returned to Dorchostor-house.

Tas Lareat News rrom AFGHANISTAN ag 
to what will become of Nasrallah JChan when he 
returus home is that the Shahzada or Sirdar, as 
he appears to be locally styled in preference, will 
be appointed in all probability to the Goveruor- 
ship of Afghan ‘Turkestan, the northernmost pro- 
vince of the Amir's kingdom, while his brother 
Mahomed Umar Jan is repor ted to be destined for 
the Governorship of Herat, Habibullah, the Heir 
Apparent, continuing to rule in the capital. The 
Aur, if is anticipated, will then retire to some 
more salubrious place within lis dominions where 
he can, in comparative leisure, supervise the 
adminiatration of hig sons. This arrangement is 
quite in consonance with Oriental ideas of the 
delegation of responsibility; but it is strougly 
discountenianeed by some of the Indian papers on 
the ground that the threo brothers, beiny widely 
separated, and each coming under the influence 
of ambitions advisers, would be cerkain to grow 
jealous of each other, and that the Aimir's death 
would thus become the sivnal for eivil war 
throughout the lengthand breadth of Afghanistin. 
No doubt such an untoward event would produce 
m certain mnount of disorganisation; but this is 
inevitable in Asiatic States, where a revolution is 
the normal prelude to the «accession of a 
fresh ruler, Anyhow, we may be certain thal 
the Amir is the best judge of the capacities and 
loyalty of those to whom he delegates authority, 
and that he may safely be tr uated to do the best 
for the future of his country. Mr. G. N. Curzon, 
M.P., one of the few Eugltishmen who is person- 
ally wequainted with Abdurrahman, remarked in 
uw recent leclure at the Roynl Institution that in 
point of enlightenment the Amir is whole genera- 
Lions ahead of his subjects; and, after the signal 
instance of his loyalby to the British Crown in 
deputing his son to pay homage to tho Empress 
of India, the least we can do 1s to exlend some 
measure of confidence in the wisdom of his 
administrative appointnents.

The Shahzada has been fortunate in his first experi- 
ence of the English midlands, ‘The weather yasterday 
in Birmingham was as perfect as blue sky, bright sun- 
shine, and cool breezes could muke it. No attempt 
had been made to decorate the streets, but flags of 
various nationalities, obiefly Persian and _ British, 
flattered from the roofs of the principal public build- 
ings and club-houses, and the route alony which 
the Shahzada was expected to pass on his way 
to the several factories and show-rooms included in the 
day’s programme was early alive with speetators.

The 
intermodiary tribes are to be vanquished and 
brokon up and taught submission, the very 
lesson, ono would imagine, which we ought to 
refrain from teaching them, The best and 
suficient security of our frontier in that direc- 
tion is found in tho difficulties which naturo 
throws in the way of an invader. ‘The so-called 
passes are all but impassable. The mountain 
ranges send thoir spurs into tho valloys, com- 
meidiny overy track by which troops can 
advatico, while tho dofiles aro blooked un with 
snow. The impracticable character of the 
country has beon sufficiently shown by the almost 
insupecable obstacles with which tho reoeut 
expeditions had to contend.

Yesterday morning, when he appeared at 
the door of hia hotel, ‘The Quoen’as, soon after ton 
o’olock, to enter a carriage with the Lord Meyor and 
Colonel! Talbot, he found the open a of Picoudilly 
and the adjacent streets crowded with le gathered 
ta seo and cheer him, and a body of the Welsh Fusi- 
liersdrawo up asaguardofhonour. A travellng w- 
cork of dragootis acoompanied the procession of 
carriages. conveying the Prince and suite, On arrival 
Ja Anoonta, the Shabzada received a welcome frum 
some hundreds of factory operatives, apparently out for 
b holiday. The various stuges of cotton spinning wud 
Moanufacturs were shown and described with sa much 
minuteness 48 wus possible in the hour and a half at 
his Highness’s disposal, and to all appearance his jn- 
torest in them was lively enough to have led him to 
pass the whole day in watching them. As it was, he 
preferred to miss a visit to the Royal Exchange, with its 
market-day assemblage, rather than omit ap inspection 
of two great engiries, 800 and 600 horse-power, in the 
Masonic-stroet mill, ‘The heat and din that scon made 
apme of the visitors retreat tothe counting-house 
sepmed to be disregarded by thelr ohief.

What He Can Do. 

Of course Umra Khan has disappeared from Afghanistan he has only two 
courses open to him. One is to fly to Russia, which seems an exceedingly 
foolish proceeding because he leaves the shelter of a co-religionist for 
a questionable reception at the hands of MWNafirs, and because 
if he has anything to hepe fom Luropeans at all, it is the 
British to whom he must louk. ‘The second course is to reappear 
as aopuernila chief! in ‘Pathanistan,” where, now that the British 
are in occupation, he would be simply putting his head into the 
lion’s mouth, ur to surrender himself to General Low as representing the 
Indian Government. It would be very satisfactory indeed if Umra Khan 
did place himself in British hands. Untl he does this, or promises to do 
it, the Simla authorities cannot, of course, discuss with him the 
possibility of a restoration to his own country ; and so long as a man 
of the Jando! chieftain’s skill and ambition remains at Cabul, and has a 
chance of escaping the Ameer's vigilance some night and riding off to 
Chitral gs Sher Atul did, no settlement of the * Pathanistan ” question which 
wits be arrived at is Uhely to possess, in larl CGranville’s phrase, ‘the 
eleanents of stability.”

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THE SHAHZADA'S VISIT TO 
GLASGOW. | 


The Shahzada Nasrullah Khan of Afghan- 
‘ Ietan had a comparatively quiet day yesterday. 
He did not leave the Windsor Hotel until the 
afternoon was well advanced, and then he 
deveted his time to a visit to the works of the 
_ Bairfletd Shipbuilding and Engineoring Com- 
; pany (Limited) at Govan. In the evening His 
"Highness wae entertained at a privpte dinner 
by Lerd Provest Bell, and afterwards attended 
& reception given by the Corporation in his 
honour in the Municipal Buildings. At first 
it was intended thatthe Shahzada aliould go to 
Paisley in the course of the day and inspect 
Messrs J. & P. Conta’ thread work. For want of 
time, hewever, this portion of the pregramme was 
departed from, the Prince utilising the early 
hours of the morning in writing to the Ameer 
‘of Afghanistan a lengthened account ef his 
tour in Scotland. Mr T. A, Martin, Agent- 
General for the Government of Afghanistan, 
was engaged in connection with his letter to 
the Ameer. The packet being somewhat 
‘heavy, Mr Braid, the. postmaster, at Mr 
Martin’s request, made up a separate mail, and 
for that purpose an official attended at the 
hotel and sealed the bag. ‘This kinduesa on 
the part of the postmaster was greatly appre- | 
ciated by the Shahzada, who, through Mr 
Martin, expressed his.thanks, for the facilities 
which enabled him: to catch the mail, and 
which had been necessary owing to his 


public: duties having prevented him, 


giving attention to his correspondence 
on the previous day, The Shahzada was much 
{nterested in the newspaper accounts of his 
progress, which he caused te be interpreted to 
him before he entered on the work of the day. 
The public movements of the Prince again 
attracted a great deal of attention, the streets 
through which he passed being crowded with 
- @pecvators, among whem were many holiday- 
imakers who had come to the city to view the

_ The Shahzada and his suite were expected to 
Jeave the Windsor Hotel at half-past twelve 
o’olock, ‘but. their departure was delayed till 
, after: one,- During the morningygroupas of people 
assembled in front ef the Prince's temporiry 
residence, and by noon the crowd had 
assumed considerable proportions. It was not 


till after that hour, however, that there waa 
anything to.ocoupy their attontion. With the 


arrival of the Lancers, forming the escort which , 


accompanies the Prince, some colour was im- 
parted to the scene. The cavalry wore formed 
up in front of the main entrance to the hotel. 
«he usual number of mounted police constables 
were in attendance, and a larger detachment on 
foot, under the direction ef the ohief constable, 
maintained order. The carriages set apart for 
the conveyance of the company to Fairfield ware 
drawn up elong St Vincent Street te the west 
of phe hotel. At ten minutes past one o’clock the 
Shahzada made hia appearance, and was im- 
mediately recognised, e was again attired in 
European coatume, with Aatrachan fur turban, 
adorned with astarof diamonds.

Finding that there were appliances for testing the 
velocity of shot, he expressed a wish to see the opera- 
tion, und the train was therefore delayed about half 
an hour to afford Hig Highnesa an: opportunity of 
doing so. This ameluded the display, and the 
Prince and hia suite entered the train; which started 
for Carlisle at 4.50. The train reached Canlisle in 
about 40 minutes afterwards, and after a short delay 
it procaeded on the North-Eastern line to Hexham, 
from which it went on to Rothbury by the North 
British syatem, 


AT HEXHAM. 

The speoiul train conyeying the Shabaada and 
suite from Silloth to Rofhbury arrived at Hexham 
about 6.40 pan, on Saturday night. Tt waw timed to 
wrrivy wt 6.65, bul tuft Silloth at 4,60 Inwtend of 4.10, 
and war vonmequently 46 minute law, ‘The traln 
contisted of 13 vehicles, drawn by two powerful

zaze of the spectators for a brief period, lay down in a 
corner, chatting ond joking with his attendants. 
After an interval of about ten minutes a lady who 
had trevelled with the suite entered the saloon and 
engaged in conversation with the Prince, und then 
left the train, proceeding subsequently to Newcastle 
nlong with two other ladies. Vhere waa no demon- 
stration of any sort at the station, as it had been 
penerally expedted that the Shahanda would proceed 
to Rothbury via Riccurton. The only privileged 
persons on the north platform were Mr Joseph 
Alexander, J.P., chairman of the Hexham Urban 
District Council, with Mr W. Pruddah (clerk) and 
Mr R. T. Surtees (surveyor). ‘The train, to which 
two North British engines were attached, left for 
Rothbury, via Reedsmouth, about a minute past

Brothers and half-brothers very often become the 
most deadly rivuls The name of the young 
man who = is’ now our guest hag been 
frequently mentioned as a possible claimant. 
Although Abdurrahman has definitely chosen 
his eldest son, one can never be sure what the 
influence of a favourite concubine may do. 
Should there be strifa in the future, Nasrulla’s 
European experience may become an important 
fuctor in the complicutiona, the influence of which 
noone can foresee. We must trust that all 
is for the best, but our past experiments of 
this kind with uncivilised or half civilised rulers 
have not been very successful Whatever, how- 
ever, may bo the direct result of tho visit 
of the Shahzada, there can be no doubt of 
the wisdom of the new conciliatory policy 
towards Afghanistan. There is rouch in the 
methods of government of the Ameer to revolt 
a civilised nation. But neither he nor his 
people will be persuaded, of the beneficence of 
just government by constuntly hinting that 
all army is reudy to cross the frontier, or by 
perpetually reminding them of this or that re- 
form which we think ought to be carried out at 
once, and which if not carried ont may lead to 
the occupation of Cabul. Progress may appear 
tantalisingly slow, but it may be all the surer. 
Because there has been an amaziug advance in 
Kurope during the present century, we are far 


| too prone to think that all peoples can be 


driven at a break-neck pace along the line we are 
travelling.

Although greater potentates and Royal personages 
havo visited us than the Shahzada, it is the first 
time we have been broughd into such olose and 
amiablo relations with the family of an Ameer of 
Cabul. Io is over half a century since Afghanistan, 





with its rulér and its mountain tribes, firat becamo , 
a subject of profound interests to the English 


nation, As wo know, there was a terrible tragedy 
and a national calamity bound up with these

ARRIVAL IN LEEDS, 


Our ijlustrious viritor, the Shahzada Nasrulla Khan, 
arrived Jast night from Neweastle-on-Tyne. He cane 
considerubly after ihe appointed hozr, It was originally 
arranged that he should arrive at seven o'clock, but 
yesterday the Mayor (Ald, Gilston) received a telegram 
to the effect that he muet no’ be looked for until eighf. 
Ere that hour «1 waa in readiness for the reception of 
His Highvesa. The servants attached to the numerous 
suite came by special train with the baggage shortly 
before five o’clock, and took possession of the rooms set 
apart for tha accommodation of the Shahzada and his 
attendants in the Great Northern Station Hotel. Busy 
preparations had all-day been iu progress in the hotel, 
but these had. bern completed early in the evening. 
Meanwhile 1 crowd, which acquired large dim:ensiong by 
seven o'clock, had assembled in Wellington-street oppo- 
site the hotel, and jin the approuwch to the Central 
Station and to the platforms large numbers of people 
had gained admission. Amongst tha latter were several 
members of the Corporation. It was perhaps just as 
well that the arrival of the Shahzada was deferred till 
a |ater hour. As our readers will observe from other 
eolunns, the annus] demonstration. of the . Yorkshire ° 
Miners’ Association, took place in Leeds yesterday, and 
during the evening, and, indeed, until a Iste hour, the 
miners aod their friends were leaving for home by the 
special trains in which they had come hither. This 
caused an unusual bustle and thronging of ihe Central 
Station, from which a coreiderable proportion of the 
sixty or seventy thousand excursionists departed, and 
even the strong force of railway police on duty would | 
have found it impossible at seven or eight o’clock to | 
preserve auything like order in the station. The delay - 
wust have heen disappointing to the great crowd await- 
ing the coming of His Highness, and the tedium all 
the more irksome becauso no information could be 
obtained a gto when he would appear. All that could be 
learnt was that 16 would be late, 

It was rot until twenty minutes to eight o'clock that 
the time of arrival could be calculated. Mr. Chamber- 
Jain, the district superintendent of the North-Eastern 
Railway, then received a deleyriun stuting that the | 
special train conveying the Shahzada and his entourage 
had left Newcastle at 7.25. It was computed that 
Leeda would be reached nbout a quarter to ten. It 
seeins that His Highness had first intended to leave the 
vorthern city at 5.45 p.m., in which case he would have 
landed here at 8 p.m., thot he afterwarde decided to 
depart at 4.40 p.m. and arrive at seven, and that he 
once more changed his mund, . 

About nine o'clack the station officials began to pre- 
pare for the arrival. Immense rolls of broad scarlet 
felting were brought owt and stretched along the centre 
platform, thence scroaa the general platform, througi 
the Great Northern .booking-hall, and onwards to the 
entrance of the covered way leacling to the hotel. The 
Muyor had been advised ag to the time at which the 
train would come in, and it was'not until a few minutes 
before it was signalled that, accompanied by the ‘Town 
Clerk (Mr. John Harrison), Mr. Jolliffe (Deputy Town 
Clerk), and some of the members of the Reception 
Committee, inoluding Councillors Garnett,  Tirat, 
Woughton, Loe. Boston, Gaunt, and Wilson, his Wor- 
ship was conducted to the piatform by Mr, Cockshott, 
superintendent of the Great Northern Railway, ‘Dhere | 
were also present Councillors Scott, Graham, Denison, 
NTidgley, Ambler, J. Carter, ‘olson, Boocock, Ring- 
rose, und Vickers.

foreigner, it would be more profitable to take # re 


leaf out of the Arabian Nights, don a disguise, 
‘and wander out into the highways and by- 
ways to discover the true inwardness of 
our. civilisation, if perchance this is to be 
found in the condition of the lives of the 
Masses. A princely visitor who did this might 
‘ not form opinions altogether favourable to us ; 
they would probably be one-sided, not taking 
into account certain features of our national 
and industrial life which are common 
knowledge to Inglishmen ; but it is 
certain that he would be right were he to 
decide that the advantayes are not whally on 
the' side of Europe, and that conditions natural 
to the Afghan races which most Engtishmen 
would regard as well-nigh intolerable are set off 
by conditions in this country which an 
Afghan would probably die rather than 
accept. It may be, however, that NasruLLa 
Kuan cares little for whatever evils are in 


Kuropenn oivilisotion ; for no ruler of Afghani- | 
stan is likely to impose them upon the indepen- | 


dent peoples who own bis sway, Still, it-is in 
some respects unfortunate that a distinguished 
Prince should come so far and not obtain a 
closer acquaintance with the people of this 
country than can be got from an inspection of 
municipal dignitaries. For example, a sight-of 
the demonstration of the Yorkshire miners 
on Woodhouse Moor yesterday would have 
opened theeyesof the SaaHzapa andof thenobles 
of ‘his suite to the extent of one important 
feature in our national life; and if, further, it 
were possible to organise for him a 
great political meeting, with  apeeches 
by o Premier or an Rx-Premrer, would not this 
be worth folios of dissertations upon the rela- 
tions between statesmen and people in this 
country} Not, indeed, that in Afghanistan, 
or any other non-decadent land, there 
is a high barrier between the governing and 
the governed. Similarity of sentiment there 
must be, or #& revolution is sare to occur 
sooner or later; but there is a gulf between 
the systems of East and West in this matter ; 
and @ ruler who is necessarily in close touch with 
the rulers of this country would do well to 
be in # position to appreciate it fully. 
Without this, he cannot be expected to under- 
stand the course of our politics, either at home 
orin regard to foreign affuirs, 

Still, there is much which, amid the bustle, 
and noise, and general feverishness of his visit to 
the manufacturing districts of Great Britain, 
the SHagzaDaA will be able to gather, adding 
to bis knowledge of customs and systeins, if not 
to hia knowledge of humanity. Nor, from the 
.{ point. of view of British statesmen, is the 

least ifmportant portion of _ his knowledge 
that of the fact that wherever he goes in this 
country he is certain to be treated with friend- 
‘| ship and with the respect due to his rank.

Another traction 
engine waa seen drawing a largo waggon, and a get of 
steam ploughing tackle waa exhibited at work. The 
principal establishment of the firm is situated on the 
opposite side of the road, and a little railway train, with 
light engine and two pitch pine oars, had been provided 
to couvey His Highnées and suite from the vew shop 
to this portion of the premises.

ones Which might Lava been shown. Tho Shahzada 
arrived at the Guards enclosure in Hyde Park in one of 
the Royal carriages at half-past 6. He wore a brilliant 
uniform, and was accompanied by Coloncl Talbot, in 
uniform and wearing a white helmet, as well as by 
Colonel the Hon. Sir Henry Byng, Equerry to the Queen, 
Captain Pollen, A.D.C., and Colonel Mahomed Akram 
Khan. Sir Gerald FitzGerald and Surgeon-Major Leahy 
were present, as was the Duchess of Westminster, 24 
spectators.

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SLATE VISIT T0 THE QUEEN OF THE |

()n Tuesday the Shahzada paid a State visit to 
the Queen at Windsor Castle. Tt was a function 
of the highest ceremony throughout, and all pos- 
sible honour was paid to him, his Highness being 
escorted from Dorchester House to the Great 
Western Station. Sir Gerald Seymour.FitzGerald, 
K.C,L.E., C.S.1., Lieut.-Colonel Talbot, Mr. Martin, 
Mr. Pollan, Surgeon-Major Leahy, Mr. Reville, 
Sirdar Mohammed Hasan Khan, Mirza Abd-ur- 
Rant Kotwal of: Cabul, and Colonel the Hon. 
Henry Byng,’C.B., Equerry to the Queen, were in 
attendance on bis Higliness. at SS 

At Windsor Station the Shahzada was received 
by the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn, K.G., 
the Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, K.G,, 
and the Prince Henry of Rattenberg, K.G., with 
Colonel Alfred Egerton, Colonel (i. G, Gordon, and 
Colonel Clerk, who conducted him to the carriage, 
in which. he was acocompaned bya captain’s escort 
of 2nd Life Guards with standard to the State en- 
trance of the Castle. 


The Shahzada’s Body Guard of Cavalry followed 
his Highness’s carriage in the rear of the standard, 
and formed up in the Castle Yard.

-accompanied by the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess of Hesse, the Princess Louie Marchioness 
- of Lorne, and Princess Beatrice, Princess Henry 
/ of Battenberg, the Duchess of Connaught and 
Strathearn, and the Countess Erbach-Schinberg, 
and attended by Viscountess Downe and Dowager 
Lady Amphthill, Miss Ina M‘Neil], Woman of the 
Bedchamber ; Hon. Frances Drummond and Hon. 
Judith Harbord, Maids of Honour; Baroness

Mrs. Alfred Egerton, proceeded to the Grand 
Reception Room, and took her seat at the north end 
of the room with the members of the Royal Family 
on either side.

resents which had been previously arranged in the 
Yeception Room were then offered by the Shahzada 
to Her Majesty, who was graciously pleased to 
accept them. The casket is by far the largest 
and most valuable: ever executed. The length 
is over 18 in, the width 134 in. while the 
height exceeds i44 in. It is octagonal oblong in 
form, and consiasta of aolid 18-ct. gold lavishly 
embellished with diamonds, rubies, emeralds and 
other precious stones, all of which may be con- 
sidered absolute specimens of brilliancy, purity of 
colour and perfection of cutting. The main body 
of the casket is divided into panels, composed of 
delicate tracery of an Arabesque character separated 
by pillars of lapis lazuli, the centre panel on both 
sides containing the arms of Afghanistan richly 
enamelled in correct heraldic colours. [rom the 
four top corners spring magnificent half stare, 
containing upwards of 178 fully-cut brilliants in 
each, The lid is slightly domed and richly chased 
with devices emblematical of the flora of Afghanis- 
tan : ascending from this are six massive pillars of 
lapis lazuli, with gold capitals of a ‘Turkish 
character, surmounted by six Mahomedan crescents, 
each composed: of 24 large brilliants, capped by 
turrets or finials in gold. From the top of the 
temple thus formed spring six elegantly chased and 
jewelled arches crowned with the !& point diamond 
star of Afghanistan, having a diameter of i} in., 
and composed of 168 finest possible brilliants 
weighing from 14 cts.. to 3 cts. each—the centre 
stone being valued by London experts at £1,500, 
and measuring threa quarters of an tnch across, 
weighing 174 cta., and is absolutely pure in colour, 
flawless and of great brilllancy and perfection of 
cutting. This triumph of the Goldsmiths’ art, 
which ig valued at £6,000, has been designed and 
entirely produced to the order of, and in accordance 
with the suggestions given by, Mr. T. A. Martin, 
Agent General to the Government to Afghanistan, 
by Messrs. Elkington & Co.. Ltd., of 22, Regent- 
street, London; the whole of the work being 
turned out within three weeks of the design being 
first proposed. 

The Presentation having been completed, the 
Shahzada retired from the Reception ltoom, and 
was conducted, as on his entrance, by the Cireat 
Officers through the Throne Koom and other State 
apartments to St. George's Hall, and thence by the 
Chapel Ante-room and the corridor to the entrance 
to the Oak Dining-room. The (Jueen meanwhile, 
accompanied by'the Royal Family and attended hy 
her Ladies-in- Waiting, proceeded by the North 
Corridor to the Oak Dining-room, and there 
received the Shahzada to luncheon with fer 
Majesty and the Royal Family. 

The members of his Highness’s Suite, with ILer 
Majesty’s and other Royal Households, proceeded 
to the State Dining-room, where luncheon was 
prepared for them at a buifet. 

After luncheon the Shahzada took leave of the 
Queen, and was conducted through the White, 
Green, and Crimson Drawing-Rooms, by the North 
Corridor and Rubens Room, to the Council-room. 
His Highness waa afterwards conducted through 
the State Apartments, and by the Grand Staircase

His Highness, at three o'clock, left the Castle 
privately, and drove through the Private (trounds 
to visit the Mausoleum at Frogmore, and after- 
wards to Eton College at four o’clock.
